quiring Internal Revenue 


Stamps On Documents 


Notice of the repeal of the special 


tax law which required lhat revenue 
stamps be placed on all documents, 
proprietary articles, etc, has been 
received by local bankers, druggists 
and the register of deeds. The law 
repealing the act went into effect 
at midnight of Sept 8 and all docu- 
ments executed after that date are 
free from revenue stamps. 
The.special tax was created by an 


act of congress on Oct. 22, 1914. All 
telephone messages and telegraph 
communications for the past two 
years have had an added tax of one 
cent 
The fair sex had been es- 


pecially hard hit by the special tax 
law as all face creams, lotions, pow- 
ders and 
perfumery 
required a 
stamp before they could be sold.. 
This necessitated a raise of price in 
many of these. 


Bankers and real estate men were 


also hit by the law, every document 
passing through their bands neces- 
sitating such stamps. All deeds, mort- 
gages, contracts, notes, bills of sale 
and certificates required stamps in 
proportion to the amount involved 
In the transaction. All express re- 
ceipts and bills of lading for freight 
shipments also had to be stamped. 
Local bankers and dealers in ar- 


ticles requiring these stamps have 
a number of stamps in their pos; 
session. These may be turned in 
to the office of the collector where 
a refund will be made. Blanks are 
necessary for this refund and these 
blanks may be obtained from the 
office of the collector in Madison.

Chicago Firm Takes Over Paul

License To Hunt In Wisconsin 


Woods Has Certain Limita- 


tion To Holders 


For the benefit of some of our 


readers who may obtain a license to> 
hunt and who may not be thorough- 
ly posted on the provisions of the- 
game laws, we give the following in- 
formation: 


It is unlawful lo hunt, take, catch, 


or kill any wild animal or bird for 
which a close season is prescribed, 
by-any means other lhan the use of 
a gun held at arm's length and dis- 
charged from Ihe shoulder, or place,- 
spread or set "any net, pit, pitfall, 
trap, snare, spring gun, pivot gun, 
swivel gun, or other similar contriv- 
ance for the purpose of catching, or 
which might catch, lake or ensnare, 
any such wild animal or birds. 


No person shall hunl, t;ike, catch;, 


or kill any wild bin! by shooting it, 
or at it from any automobile, motor- 
cycle or any other \ehicle; or by 
shooting it or at it from any boat,, 
canoe, raft, blind, contrivance or 
device in or on open water; or any 
aquatic fowl from any boat or craft 
other than as are propelled by pad- 
ille, oars, or pole, or with the use of 
more than 25 decoys within, or any 
decoys beyond 200 feet 
from the 


blind or covering in which Hie hunt- 
er is located: or any wild h^rd be- 
Iween sun set and si:n rise; or any 
aquatic fo\vl other than wiH ceese 
and brant with the use of a rifle.

If this fails it is best lo insert an 
oiled finger, breaking the egg. thus 
allowing its contents to escape, ami 
then carefully removing all the shell 
with the finger. 


If it happens that thru the fowl s 


attempt to expel the egg, the ovi- 
duct is reptured, and the egg breaks 
through the abdominal cavity, it will 
lead to death. If you find such a 
rupture has occurred, by all means 
kill the fowl without loss of time. 
In treating for egg bonml, fluid ex- 
tract of Krgot should be given. Give 
two or three times a day u;>ing five 
drops to a dose.

"The agenl helps the farmers to

pests, he is called upon to head 
the light against them. He gives ad- 
vice as to the construction of up-to- 
date houses, barns and other farm 
buildings. He organizes clubs and 
works to stimulate a community 
spiril in his county. When special 
problems arise, he has the resources 
of the state department of agricul- 
ture, the college of agricullure and 
Ihe federal bureau of agriculture at 
his disposal.
